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INTRODUCTION 


The recent developments in the USSR and in the People's Democra- 
cies have again brought to the fore the question of the Jews’ position in 
the Communist World. In the period following World War II, the 
problem of anti-Semitism, frequently interconnected with that of Zion- 
ism and “cosmopolitanism”, gave rise to a vast literature on both sides of 
the Iron Curtain. This bibliography is intended to stimulate further 
research on this subject. 

The bibliography is divided into two parts. Part A includes a general 
and a country-by-country section listing in alphabetical order the 
bibliographical entries of the literature which views the position of the 
Jews in the Communist World with a critical eye. Part B lists the 
bibliographical references to the literature justifying or “explaining” the 
position and treatment of the Jews and the handling of the Jewish 
problem in the area. 

A bibliography of the non-English sources, including the references to 
the rich Yiddish and Hebrew literature on the subject, will be published 
separately in collaboration with Mr. Mordecai M. Hauer.
